mandate from becoming 
effective 


for 30 days, was granted by the 
appellate court 
This was allow- 


ed in order to give Buckley's at- 
torneys sufficient time to prepare 
an appeal to the United States 
Supreme court, which is all that 
remains between Buckley and the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary now. 


Buckley is also under sentence 


to pay a fine of $1,000. 


The man. formerly a highly-re- 


spected state official, was convict- 
ed in federal court in Columbus 
early this year. The liquor con- 
spiracy and attempted 
bribery 


charges were an outgrowth of his 
alleged connection with a Cincin- 
nati "beer-brewery-bribery" 
case. 


It was then charged that Buckley 
tried to bribe John F. Eckhart, 
deputy federal prohibition com- 
missioner, for "protection" fonthe 
Jackson Brewery company's m^ 


"-"tifactare of real beer.v 


The decision today, which con- 


firmed the man's conviction, was 
signed by appellate judges Arthur 
C. Denison, of Grand Rapids, J. W 
Mack, of New York, and Charles 


Moorman, of Louisville.
